reported today. 
Mrs. Nelson Brown 
and son Ulric w ill probably be given 
a bath and 
sent 
home 
tomorrow. 
They have reached such a condition 
that the y could have been sent home 
several days ago, but their home had 
not been fumigated until today. They 
w ill remain under quarantine for a 
short time until it is certain that the 
other members of the fam ily w ill not 
contract the disease. 
Out of the twenty-four cases that 
have been reported up to this time, 
only two of them had ever been vac­ 
cinated, it being done when they were 
young and certainty as to whether it 
took. 
Vaccination is the surest and 
safest wray out of the difficulty. 


On account of the recenc experi­ 
ence in the smallpox contagion it is 
thought that a permanent hospital 
should be established in Rush county 
for such emergencies, as there is no 
place where such patients could be 
confined in event an epidemic pre­ 
vails. 
W ith 
that end in 
view, Dr. 
Frank Green, secretary of the county 
board of health has recommended to 
the county commissioners that such a 
plrfce be founded. 
The commission­ 
ers heard the 
recommendation but 
did not take any action. 
The rec­ 
ommendation follows: 
“ I wish to recommend that Rush 
county, Indiana, build on the county 
farm a contagious hospital, said hos­ 
pital to be a permanent structure, to 
be built under proper plans and spec­ 
ifications which shall be passed on 
by the State Board of Health and the 
cost of sam e‘to be paid from the 
general tax fund of Rush .county, In ­ 
diana, and that said hospital shall bp 
for use of any person or persons 
taking sick in Rush county.

building to be decided

after 
careful consideration of the board of 
health wflrieh is the county commis­ 
sioners and such other information 
as they see fit to obtain.”

It 
ba.s alway s been an activ e cen ter of 
seismic d istu rban ce of almost ev ery 
v ariety . Ev en before the recen t horror 
it might hav e claimed the record , for 
the great Calabrian earthqu ak e which 
began in 18 73 con tin u ed for fou r y ears. 
Great Earthquake Region. 
No n ativ e of Sicily or the Calabrian 
main lan d ev er reaches man ’s °state In 
ign oran ce of the earthqu ak e 
With 
some form of the d read ed u pheav al he 
mu st become familiar lon g before he 
reaches the Scriptu ral age limit. These 
maaPestttioj.s v ary in in ten sity from 
tremors so slight as to be observ ed by 
the most d elicate In stru men ts to v io­ 
len t d estru ctiv e shock s. 
While the 
n ore seriou s an d d eath d ealin g blows 
are felt it in terv als so remote as to in ­ 
spire a on se of secu rity , $he slighter 
r » n ifesUition s are so con stan t tn at It 
requ ires y ears of habit to mak e them 
other than premon itory slgn a’s of trou ­ 
ble to follow. 
It matters n ot at all to the su rv iv in g 
Calabrian peasan t, whose en tire in ter­ 
est in the bu sin ess of liv in g has been 
cu t off su d d en ly by this abn ormal 
trick of n atu re which has swept his 
ev ery liv in g lin k in to obliv ion , that 
scien ce is at han d with its theories of 
the cau se of his misfortu n es. It will 
n ot rev iv e his hopeless spirit to be told 
that the blow which has felled him is 
bu t an other ev id en ce that the foot of 
the Italian “boot” Is sin k in g in to the 
sea. It is a scien tific fact that has 
been goin g on for cen tu ries. Lik e the 
Californ ia earthqu ak e of 1900, the re­ 
cen t Italian d isaster was d u e n ot to 
v olcan ic d istu rban ce, bu t to the su b­ 
sid en ce of the earth’s cru st, an d it is 
believ ed by ex perts that shou ld this 
settlin g con tin u e it will be followed 
by v olcan ic activ ity an d that the gran 
ite hills of Scy lla an d the greater por­ 
tion of the mou n tain ou s region of the 
main lan d will be su bmerged . 
As for Messin a, it has alway s been a 
city of tremen d ou s d isaster. Lon g be­ 
fore the Apostle Pau l preached his 
n ov el ev an gel In the crowd ed streets 
of Sy racu se it had k n own affliction of 
the d eepest. In the fifth cen tu ry be­ 
fore Christ It was captu red by the 
Greek s, an d its in habitan ts were su b­ 
jected to great in d ign ities. 
In 396 B. C. 
It was d estroy ed by the all con qu erin g 
Carthagin ian s an d was rebu ilt by Dio­ 
n y siu s. the ty ran t of Sy racu se. In the 
followin g cen tu ry Han n ibal an d his 
Carthagin ian hosts again sack ed the 
town . After the fall of pagan ism It 
fared n ot a whit better, for it was 
tak en by the Saracen s In 8 31 an d prac­ 
tically d estroy ed . 
Two hu n d red y ears 
later it was pillaged by the Norman s. 
In 174 9 the plagu e carried off ov er 
4 0,000 v ictims, an d forty -three y ears 
later an earthqu ak e practically bu ried 
the city an d its remain in g In habitan ts. 
As late as 18 4 8 it was n early wiped off 
the map by a bombard men t, bu t seems 
to hav e been restored su fficien tly to 
lose 16,000 in habitan ts by cholera in 
18 5 4 . 
All Sicily Devastated. 
The sev en teen th an d eighteen th cen ­ 
tu ries seera to hav e been the most pro­ 
lific earthqu ak e period s in mod ern 
times. In September, 1693, all Sicily 
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was d ev astated by a series of shock s j 
which d estroy ed fifty -fou r cities an d 
300 v illages. Catan ia, with 18 ,000 pop­ 
u lation , was blotted ou t of ex isten ce, 
an d the total loss of life in Sicily was ! 
u pward of 100,000. In 178 3 Messin a 
lost 30,000 by an earth con v u lsion which 
lasted on ly half a min u te. Within a 
period of sev en ty -fiv e y ears, from 178 3 
to 18 5 7, the k in gd om of Naples, ac­ 
cred ited with a popu lation of 6,000,000, 
lost 110,000 by earthqu ak e. 
In poin t of loss of life an d property 
the most d isastrou s earthqu ak e of the 
last twTo cen tu ries occu rred in Tok y o, 
then called Yed d o, in 1703. 
Ex act in ­ 
formation con cern in g that gigan tic u p­ 
heav al is n ot av ailable, bu t from the 
most au then tic Japan ese accou n ts it 
appears that n early 200,000 person s 
w'ere d estroy ed . 
Twen ty -eight y ears 
later Pek in had its fatal shak eu p, with 
a loss of ov er 100,000 person s an d an 
immen se d estru ction of property . Nei­ 
ther of these orien tal catastrophes was 
accompan ied by greater v iolen ce than 
atten d s similar ev en ts In other cou n ­ 
tries, an d the greater mortality is d u e 
to the d en sely popu lated area within 
the zon e of shock . 
Some other great earth con v u lsion s 
of the eighteen th cen tu ry were that of 
174 0 at Lima, in which 18 ,000 were 
lost; that of 175 4 at Cairo, with its 
4 0.000 v ictims, an d the memorable u p­ 
heav als at Qu ito in 1797 an d at Gu ate­ 
mala In 1773. 
In 175 5 Lisbon ex perien ced Its n ev er 
to be forgotten blow. The great tid al 
wav e which accompan ied this earth­ 
qu ak e was an n ou n ced at the mou th 
of 
the riv er Tagu s by the sea retirin g an d 
leav in g the bar perfectly d ry . Then 
a 
hu ge wav e fu lly six ty feet in height 
rolled in from the ocean an d ov er­ 
whelmed the city , wffiich the earth­ 
qu ak e had alread y toppled ov er. With 
In a period of six min u tes u pward of 
60.000 person s perished . This Lisbon 
earthqu ak e was especially remark able 
for the great area cov ered by its activ 
Ity . Hu mbold t estimated this area as 
more than fou r times the size of Eu 
rope. In the track of the d istu rban ce 
Immen se mou n tain ran ges lik e the 
Alps an d Py ren ees were shak en v io­ 
len tly . The solid earth w'as jarred as 
far n orth as the shores of the Baltic, 
an d the lowlan d s of the North sea re­ 
gion were v isibly d istu rbed . Flowin g 
sprin gs in German y , n otably the hot 
sprin gs at Toplitz, d isappeared for sev ­ 
eral hou rs, on ly to retu rn as boilin g 
torren ts. 
The w'av e of d istu rban ce 
ev en crossed the Atlan tic, cau sin g phe­ 
n omen ally high tid es In the West In ­ 
d ies an d ev en on the Sou th American 
coasts. It shook the North American 
con tin en t as far west as the great 
lak es... In Fran ce a d eep fissu re open ed 
in the earth, an d In n orthw’estern Af­ 
rica man y thou san d person s were bu r­ 
ied in fallen hou ses. 
Seismograph Gave Warning. 
It is n ow the theory that premon i­ 
tory sign s of the recen t qu ak e were 
observ ed as lon g ago as Nov ember. 
Cen tral an d sou thern Eu rope were d is­ 
tu rbed , as in d icated by tbe seismo­ 
graph, an d v ariou s well d efin ed roar­ 
in gs an d ev en ex plosion s were heard 
In the v icin ity of v olcan ic heights all 
ov er the con tin en t. On e mark ed effect 
of this impen d in g seismic ou tbreak 
was n oticed at the German min eral 
sprin gs of Bad en -Elster, where the 
temperatu re of the water rose 15 d e­ 
grees.

On the followin g d ay Chilapa. ov er the 
Mex ican bord er, was rou ghly shak en , 
an d there were ev en a few' casu alties.
